Put Roosevelt's Speech Into 


Effect At Brussels 


RINTED and reprinted in the capitalist 
press today is the argument: “The only 
way to stop Japan is to go to war with her.” 


This is nonsense and it comes from those 
who are not interested in stopping Japan or 
directly opposed to it. 


It comes on the eve of the Brussels con- 
ference of signatories of the Nine-Power 
Treaty and its clear purpose is to prevent 
the United States from any action at all which 
would brand the aggressor nations for what 
they are. ; 

It comes from such writers as William P. 
Simms of the Scripps-Howard papers. It dif- 
fers from Hearst only in the sense that Hearst 
came out openly and directly against Roose- 
velt's speech condemning aggressors and 
calling for a quarantine against them. 


But from Hearst and from Simms (Trotz- 
kyists also contribute their nickel’s worth) 
the argument leads to the same program: 
“Do nothing. Roosevelt was right (or may- 
be he was wrong). But Japan is determined. 
lf we boycott Japan, then we must go to 
war. Or to put it in the words of Simms, 
who pretends not to be advancing an argu- 
ment but only “‘reporting’’ an opinion: The 
only thing that will stop the Japanese, insid- 
ers here agree, is force. And the Brussels 
conference will not be able to supply it.” 


The San Francisco Chronicle gets closer to 
the point in a scathing contemptible editorial 
attacking picketers of the Japanese “good- 
will’ delegation and the promoters of the 
anti-Japanese boycott. 


In short these gentlemen are now willing to 
concede you the privilege of hanging . your 
clothes on a hickory limb, but not to go near 


the water. 


Not one of the three main aggressors, ltaly, 
Japan and Germany, is invulnerable to a boy- 
cott. With Japan's great reliance on foreign 
trade a boycott could be a major factor in 
stopping the invasion of China. 

More than this, the joint action of the non- 
fascist countries in stigmatizing the aggressors 
could be a major factor in isolating them, in 
turning world sentiment further against their 
acts of murder and pillage. 

Repeatedly, retreat or isolation has proved 
itself the promoter of further aggression, fur- 
ther war. Yet these self-styled advocates of 
peace have the gall to advocate ,that retreat 
or isolation continue, in the name of the same 
peace it has shattered with bomb and canon 
and drenched in Chinese and Spanish blood. 

letters and telegrams in thousands should 
reach the Department of State and the White 
House from individuals and organizations, 
demanding that the American delegates stand 
firmly for an international anti-Japanese boy- 
cott, for branding the aggressors as such.

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The Stumbling Block 
To Labor's Unity 


{dow American Federation of Labor's coun- 
ter-proposal to the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization's peace offer will go down 
in history as the most brazen bit of reaction- 
ary stupidity in American labor annals. 

Two years have gone by since the ClO 
was formed, still another year has elapsed 
since the CIO idea was projected at the San 
Francisco convention of the AFL, but there 
hasn't been a leaf torn off the old calendar 
in the AFL office since 1900. 

The AFL. proposal assumes that nothing 
has happened in the past two years when 
MORE. has happened than had happened in 
all the long past of American labor. Lt) re 
quests a return to the status quo as of 1955, 
when the laws of history and the dictates ot 
good sense make it apparent that such a re- 
turn is impossible. 

What has happened? The CIO's stream- 
lined methods of organization based on IN 
DUSTRIAL unionism have organized two 
million workers in industries where the AFL 
never could get to first base. It set into 
motion the greatest wave of organization in 
ALL industries. 

But the AFL proposal reads as if these 
things had not happened. There is not a 
word about industrial unionism or organiza- 
tion of the unorganized. It was the need for 
these two policies that brought the CIO into 
existence and they have been more than 
justified. It has been demonstrated in life 
that there can be a united labor movement 
only on the basis of recognizing those two 
principles. 

Any other kind of settlement of the CiO 
would be not only surrender, as Philip Mur- 
ray said, but betrayal of labor's interests. 

Labor must speak NOW. The unity ne- 
gotiations will be resumed on Thursday in 
Washington. Let the AFL representatives 
know where AFL labor stands. Flood George 
M. Harrison, chairman of the AFL commit- 
tee, with telegrams demanding that unity be 
achieved on the principles outlined by the 
ClO.

TO THE AMERICAN PEOPLE?

bliss and ecstasy.

Even in the most perfect so- 
cialist society, a man could fail 
downstairs and break his neck, 
or spill soup down the front of 
his vest. Babies would still ery 
in the middle of the night and 
fathers walk the floor with 
them. 

No matter how scrupulously 
we clean our houses, there wil 
always be a certain amount of 
dust on the furniture. We can 
never hope to achieve the acme 
of perfection in housecleaning. 
But that is no reason why we 
should tolerate a dung heap in 
the middle of the parlor floor. 

We can always do the best 
we can. 


The Private 
Property Bugaboo 

Another popular argument is 
that under socialism everything 
belongs to everybody to _ be 
shared by everybody and that 
privacy and personal possession 
are done away with. 

This, of course, is nonsense. 
Under socialism, a man can own 
his own toothbrush, his own 
clothes, his own home, his own 
automobile, his own books, or 
any other possessions that will 
contribute to his enjoyment of 
life. 

The only things he can’t own 
are those things which are ne- 
cessary to the lives of everyone 
and are therefore, by their very 
nature, community property. 
Wheat fields, factories, railroads, 
mines, forests, steamship lines— 
these things would be socially 
owned. They would be operated, 
not for private profit, but for 
use—to furnish the needs and 
desires of the people. 


The Impossibility Myth 

This would be impossible, say 
the enemies of socialism. With- 
out the private profit motive, 
the whole structure of society 
would collapse. Social ownership 
and operation would not work. 

In making this argument, fin- 
anciers in faraway private of- 
fices over estimate their func- 
tion in society. All industries in 
America: are already socially 
operated. Automobiles, for ex- 
ample are manufactured by 
thousands of mechanics, design- 
ers and craftsmen of every sort 
working in co-ordination with 
each other. 

The only difference under so- 
cialism would be that ‘they would 
receive higher wages, shorter 
hours, and would have demo- 
cratic voice in the management 
of the industry. Transference of 
ownership from a private owner 
to the public would not inter- 
fere with production any more 
than transference from one pri- 
vate owner to another. 

Such an argument is as much 
as to say that workingmen would 
refuse to work if their wages 
were increased and their hours 
shortened. 


What About the 
Lazy Fellows? 


What would socialism do about 
the lazy fellows who absolutely 


refuse to work? This is another 
rasping argument of those who 
snipe at socialism, 

The answer is, nothing at all. 
(As a matter of fact, the lazy 
fellow who won't work is largely 
a myth. But just for the sake 
of argument, we'll answer the 
question anyhow.) 

If a man refused to work, he 
simply would not eat. Under 
socialism, as production methods 
were improved, hours wouid be 
shortened and vacations length- 
ened in order to provide jobs 
for everyone, No man would be 
unemployed for the reason that 
he could not find a job.

Sailors Didn’t Hear Stand 
Of NMU Before Voting 
To Pull Men Off Ships 


SAN FRANCISCO—When the 
Sailors Union headquarters 
branch voted on October 25 to 
continue taking East Coast men 
off West Coast ships, and also 
to remove all SUP permit men 
coming from the East Coast, it 
was done without the member- 
ship being aware of a letter sent 
Harry Lundeberg, SUP 
tary, by Thomas Ray, New York 
Maritime Council secretary. 

Copies of the letter were 
also sent the Voice of the 
Federation and the Western 
Worker. Since neither Lunde- 
berg nor the “Voice” made the 
letter public, it is released by 
the Western Worker. 

Referring to Lundeberg’s pol- 


| icy, in the letter dated October 


15, Ray wrote: 


| 
Can’t Understand Decision | 


“We are, to say the least, com- 
pletely at a loss to understand 
the reasons or causes leading up 
to such a decision. It is quite 
natural, therefore, for us to fee 
that some explanation is due the 
officers and membership of the 
NMU (National Maritime Union). 
Certainly such a position is not 
in accordance with the aims and 
objectives of the American sea- 
men. 

“The needs and well being 
of the American seamen re- 
quire National Unity and a 
National Union of Seamen.

“If you attend (and we hope 
you do) you are not bound 
to accept the program or de- 
cisions of that Convention un- 
less ratified by a referendum 
vote of your membership. 
“Personal ambitions and pres- 

tige should not be a factor in 
reaching a decision on this ques- 
tion, but rather the interests and 
aspirations of the great mass of 
the seamen for a richer and 
better life. 

For Solidarity 

“The membership of your un- 
ion on this Coast are still being 
granted the same rights and 
privileges that they have had 
heretofore; i. e, full shipping. 
rights, voice and vote at meet- 
ings, etc. Are we asking too 
much for your organization ‘to 
accord our members those same 
privileges? ' 

“We stand for UNITY AND 
SOLIDARITY of all labor in 
general and among the mari- 
time unions in particular. We 
believe that when difficulties 
arise among us that they can 
be straightened out without re- 
sorting to open warfare with- 
in the ranks of labor. 

“We ‘want peace. We want 
unity and solidarity; and we 
intend to continue our fight to 
attain them. We hope you will 
fight with us.” 

Letter Kept Dark 

Although this letter was re- 
ceived several weeks ago by 
Lundeberg, he did not read it 
to the SUP membership at the 
October 25 meeting when this 
question came up.

Green’s Technique 
TOW there are already 21 so- 
called standard railroad la- 
| bor organizations in the country, 
whose top leaders have a little 
| sewing circle known as the Rail- 
|road: Labor Executives Assn. In 
| addition, there are two other or- 
| ganizations which these execu- 
'tives do not consider classy 
enough to sit in with them, be- 
cause they are unions of Negro 
--orkers—the Brotherhood of 
Sleeping Car Porters, and the 
‘Dining Car Cooks & Waiters. 
One would think craft un- 
| ionism had reached its apex in 
| the railroaq industry, that it 
| would be difficult to find oth- 
| er ways to split up the “rails.” 
| But not so. To think that 
| would be to render a grave in- 
| justice to the splitting tech- 
| nique of Green & Co. 
The operating engineers who 
are now being “organized” out 
lof the Firemen & Oilers into 
‘the Operating Engineers, were 
‘not too few in number to escape 
Green’s eagle eye. For example, 
‘in the Southern Pacific shops in 
'San Francisco there are some 
‘ten or a dozen operating engin- 
'eers; in other shops, there are 
jonly two or three. 
| Quite enough for a good craft 
‘organization, rules Green, and 
‘now we have the railroad work- 
‘ers split up into 24 different or- 
| ganizations. 


“Unity a la Pie-Card” 


THROUGH all the history of 
railroad unionism, you will 
‘find militant campaigns spring- 
‘ing up from the rank and file 
seeking one united organization, 
or at least a real federation 
closely bound together and act- 
ing in unison for their demands. 

This fight for unity has been 
sabotaged and knifed in all con- 
ceivable ways by the “pie-card 
artists’ who occupy the seats of 
the mighty in the railroad 
crafts. 

But, while fighting unity of 
the labor organizations, these 
union officials do believe in a 
| peculiar kind of unity—amal- 
gamation of the railroad com- 
panies! Back in 1921 the Rail- 
way Employees Department of 
the AFL had one W. Jett 
Lauck prepare a high-priced 
report for the Railroad Labor 
Board, pointing out the “ad- 
vantage of unity of the rail- 
road systems’ and condemn- 
ing all who opposed it as re- 
actionaries motivated only by 
“matters of personal advant- 
age!” 

Ask any railroad worker what 
he thinks of amalgamation of 
railroad lines—that is, ask him if 
you don’t mind a profane an- 
swer. Amalgamation is one 0 
the main reasons why some 80,- 
y0O workers have been driven 
out of the railroad industry since 
1921. 

With their militant and hero- 
‘ce traditions of struggle, the rail- 
road workers, however, are still 
continuing their fight for a pow- 
erful federation of railroad un- 
ions, starting with local federa- 
tions and working up to a Nna- 
tional united set-up, with which 
to win their demands.
